Monkeys,  Watch  Your  Step! 


In  the  year  1771,  Dennis  Copeland  emigrated  from  Kil  Karney 


County,  Irelend,  to  Boston  Massachusetts.  Some  years  leter  he  moved 
to  Irdel  County,  North  Carolina,  end  here  he  was  married  to  a  Miss 
Black.  To  this  union  were  born  two  sons  and  two  daughters;  Janes, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  Hugh,  and  Jane.  Facts  concerning  this  and  the 
following  generation  are  few  and  scattered.  It  is  not  known  whether 
or  not  Dennis  Copeland  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  neither  can 
any  motive  for  his  enigretior  from  Irelend  he  found.  Dennis  Copeland 
died  in  1800  and  his  wife  in  1801.  We  here  lose  all  track  of  Mary 
Elizabeth  and  Jane  Copeland  except  as  namesakes.  Whether  they  died 
before  the  age  of  maturity  or  married  and  were  lost  track  of,  remains 
too  hard  a  nut  for  this  writer  to  crack. 

Hugh  Copeland  we  married  to  a  Miss  Smith  in  1795  and  thet 
is  the  last  of  Hugh  as  far  as  our  family  records  are  concerned. 

James  Copeland  married  Mary  Hogshead  in  1793.  In  1815, 
he,  his  wife,  and  three  sisters  moved  frcm  North  Carolina  to  Clark 
County,  Indiana.  To  this  union,  David,  Rufus,  Marshall  (perhaps 
called  Henry  by  some),  Calvin  and  Martin  were  born.  David  at  one 
time  told  his  grandson,  James  Evan  Copeland,  that  he  had  a  sister 
Elizabeth  but  no  further  record  of  this  can  be  found. 


Martin  Copeland  was  born  November  1,  1819  and  farmed  in 


southern  Indiana  all  of  his  life.  He  was  never  married  and  died 
July  13,  1881  at  an  age  of  61  years.  No  hits,  no  runs,  and  no  errors! 

Calvin  Copeland  married  a  woman  whose  first  name  was 
Nancy.  Her  last  name  ia  unknown.  To  this  union  were  born  three

In  1849,  shortly  after  the 


children:  James,  Henry  and  Elizabeth, 
birth  of  the  children,  the  family  moved  to  Kansrs  where  the  old  folks 
farmed  the  remainder  of  their  active  lives.  Elizabeth  is  married  and 
lives  in  Colorado  at  this  writing  and  the  whereabouts  of  the  two  boys 
is  unknown. 

Marshall  Copeland  married  Ann  Case.  They  resided  on  a  farm 
near  Vallonie  for  sore  time  (what  is  now  known  as  the  Clint  Durham 
farm).  A  daughter,  Laura,  was  born  here.  In  1850  they  moved  to 
Iowa  where  two  sons,  William  and  John,  were  born.  At  the  last  account 
these  two  boys  were  living  in  or  near  Chariton,  Iowa.  Laure  is  now 
dead. 

Rufus  Copeland  went  to  Arkansas  in  1846  and  was  married  there. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  lived  near  Little  Rock.  Ho  facts  about  his  family 
are  available. 

David  Copeland  was  born  August  4,  1817.  He  wes  a  cabinet 
maker  in  his  youth.  My  mother  has,  at  the  present  time,  a  chest  of 
drawers  which  he  and  John  Abbot,  grandfather  of  Isaac  Persinger,  made 
in  those  early  days.  The  chest  is  made  of  old  maple  and  wild  cherry 
and  is  as  fine  a  piece  of  workmanship  as  one  would  find  anywhere.  David 
married  Letitia  Ann  Oliver,  of  whose  family  we  shall  see  later.  To 
this  union  wefe  born  four  sons  and  three  daughters:  James  Martin, 

Jacob  Rufus,  John  Tomlinson,  Marion  Clay,  Mary  Jane,  Harriet  Louisa, 
and  Ellen  Isabelle.  Ellen  died  at  the  age  of  four  years.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  all  of  the  children  had  double  nanes.  Each 
child  except  Mary  Jane  absolutely  despised  one  of  those  names.  It 


was  a  deep  insult  to  even  think  of  lames  Martin  as  Martin,  or  Jacob 
Rufus  as  Rufus  (  you  can't  blame  him  so  much).,  or  Harriet  Louisa  as 
Louise  etc.  These  unwelcome  names  were  completely  dropped  from  their 
signatures.  In  later  life  David  gave  up  cabinet  making  and  became  a 
farmer.  He  died  February  6,  1908  at  the  age  of  90  years.  David 
Copeland  was  a  man  of  medium  stature  and  of  few  words.  His  chief 
diversion  was  reading,  in  fact  he  was  extremely  well  read  for  his 
time.  A  field  of  weedy  corn  was  no  incentive  to  him  if  a  good  book 
and  his  pipe  were  at  hand.  He  was  not  a  user  of  alcohol  altho  some 
of  his  sons  later  used  it  rather  freely.  Letitia  Ann  was  the  worker 
of  the  family.  She,  too,  liked  to  read  but  for  some  reason  someone  had 
to  work.  David  insisted  on  his  pipe  and  book,  hence,  Letitia  Ann  found 
it  necessary  to  hustle.  She  was  tall  of  stature  and  quick  of  movement 
which  was  in  direct  contrast  to  the  slow  easy-going  manner  of  her 
husband.  One  of  her  peculiar  phrases  was  that  she  had  "loss  it".  She 
died  December  25,  1903  at  the  age  of  76  years. 

May  we  here  digress  to  briefly  trace  the  Oliver  family: 

The  first  we  know  of  the  Oliver  family  is  when  they  lived  in 
Ohio.  Where  they  came  from  before  that  is  unknown.  Mary  Cillmore 

Oliver  was  the  wife  of  _ Oliver  and  to  this  union  were  bom 

three  sons  end  one  daughter:  James,  Jacob,  Rezin,  and  Letitia  Ann. 

The  family  remained  in  Ohio  until  James  was  grown.  The  moved  from 
Ohio  to  New  Albany,  Indiana  where  they  remained  the  rest  of  their 


lives. 


James  Oliver  did  not  move  to  Indiana  with  his  parents. 

He  remained  in  or  near  Cincinnati  until  his  death. 

Jacob  Oliver  was  a  carpenter  by  trade.  He  lived  in 
southern  Indiana  until  late  in  life  when  he  went  to  Illinois  to  live 
with  his  son,  Samuel  Thompson  Oliver.  Thompson  Oliver  was  also  a 
carpenter  and  was  seriously  hurt  at  one  time  due  to  a  fall.  This 
whole  family  later  moved  to  Iowa.  There  is  a  grandson  of  Jacob 
Oliver  now  living  in  California. 

Rezin  Oliver  married  a  woman  whose  first  name  was  Mary  but 
whose  family  has  been  lost.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  of  a 
roaming  disposition  by  nature.  He  lived  in  Indianapolis  for  a  time  and 
stayed  in  Elwood,  Indiana,  a  little  too  long  for  it  was  there  that  he 
died.  He  had  children  too  numerous  to  mention.  He  was  a  firm 
believe  in  spiritualism  and  would  honestly  declare  that  he  had  talked 
with  his  wife  on  subjects  about  which  he  and  she  only  had  any  knowledge. 

Letitia  Ann  Oliver  married  David  Copeland  as  we  have  already 
seen.  From  this  union  we  have  the  following  children  and  families: 

James  Martin  Copeland  was  bora  November  19,  1845.  He  was 
married  to  Mary  Cassilda  Newby  (Sept.  8,  1856-— -May  27,  1928).  To 
this  union  were  born  two  sons:  Guy  Vance  and  James  Evan  Copeland. 

Guy  Vance  married  Maud  Blotcher  and  there  are  no  children.  At  this 
writing  Guy  is  train  dispatcher  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  at 
Washington,  Indiana.  James  Evan  married  Bert  Elrod  and  they  too  have 
no  children.  Evan  is  train  dispatcher  for  the  Santa  Fe  at  Pueblo, 
Colorado.  James  Martin  Copeland  in  hia  younger  days  taught  school  in 
what  was  known  as  the  Meahl  School  which  has  been  torn  down  within 


' 


recent  years.  He  was  extremely  well  liked  by  hie  pupils  and  was  a 
very  successful  teacher.  He  was  in  the  army  during  the  Civil  War. 

In  later  life  he  farmed  and  worked  at  the  carpenter  trade.  It  was 
sometimes  intimated  that  the  domestic  life  of  this  family  was  not 
as  pleasant  as  it  might  have  been.  He  drank  somewhat  to  excess  and 
finally  committed  suicide  on  March  30,  1905  at  the  age  of  60  years. 

Mary  Cassilde.  lived  until  Hay  27,  1928. 

Jacob  Rufus  Copeland  was  born  August  6,  1849  in  Driftwood 
Township,  Jackson  Coutny,  Indiana,  lie  was  married  to  Mary  Sutton  to 
which  union  two  children  were  born:  Edwin  who  died  in  infancy  and 
James  Monroe.  James  Monroe  married  a  woman  whose  first  name  is 
Evelyn  but  whose  family  name  I  cannot  ascertain.  They  reside  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  and  have  two  children:  James  Monroe  Jr.  and 
Ruth.  Jacob  jointed  the  army  when  James  Monroe  was  about  two 
years  old.  He  foufeht  in  Indian  battles  all  over  the  west  and  was 
honorably  discharged  after  two  terms  of  active  service.  In  the 
meantime  his  wife  had  died.  After  his  return  from  the  army  he  was 
married  to  Mary  Belle  Griffin.  To  thia  union  were  bom  one  son  and 
two  daughters.  Jason  graduated  from  high  school  this  year  and  is 
a  good  hard  working  young  man.  Bertha  Ellen  is  Griffin  beyond  mistake 
and  just  who  Jennie  Lou  looks  and  acts  like  remains  an  amusing  question 

of  popular  interest.  Jacob  carried  the  mail  from  the  post  office  to 
the  rail  road  station  for  several  years  prior  to  his  death.  He  was 
a  hard  worker  but  drank  and  gambled  enough  to  prevent  him  from 
acquiring  anything.  He  was  sich  quite  a  while  before  his  death  on 

November  22,  1924,  which  was  several  months  prior  to  the  birth  of

Jennie  Lou.  Everyone  edmired  "Uncle  Jake"  for  his  industry  end  deisre 
to  work.  Mary  Belle  who  was  much  younger  than  Jecob  is  still  very 
much  alive  at  this  writing. 

Harriet  Louisa  Copeland  wes  bom  September  25,  1854  ir 

Driftwood  Township.  She  was  married  to  Azarieh  Empson  (Lov.11,1844 - 

Mar.  26,  1926)  to  which  union  were  bom  three  children:  Cabie 
Gillmore,  Mabel,  end  Edna  (Dot).  Mabel  died  in  infancy.  Edna  (Dot) 
lived  to  be  ebout  eighteen  years  of  ape  when  sY c  died  of  tuberculosis. 
She  was  a  lovable  cvemcter  and  was  very  much  like  her  mother.  Gable 
in  her  youth  was  very  active  in  church  and  community  life.  Sh*  was 
married  to  Ishmeel  Curry  who  died  some  two  years  later.  Gahie  then

He  later  moved  on  to 
Iowa  and  finally  to  Mr.  Vernon,  Washington.  He  is  still  there  but  is 
in  very  poor  health  at  this  writing. 

Marion  Clay  Copeland  was  born  in  Driftwood  Township  January 


E2,  1860.  He  was  married  to  Sadie  Clinton.  To  this  union  were  born 
two  daughters:--  Edith  and  Marian.  Edith  was  married  to  a  Mr.  Brown 
who  i 8  a  civil  engineer  and  lives  in  San  Francisco,  California.

To  this  union  wer< 
sons  and  five  daughters:  Eva  Mae,  Willie,  Azariah,  Bland 
Clyde,  Inez,  and  Glenn  Raymond.  Mary  Jane  was  an  excellei 
keeper  and  mother,  and,  of  course,  a  family  of  this  size  i 
plenty  of  work.

The  partner  of  Itapson  had  the  unfortunate  mishap  of  having 
removed  by  the  Royal  Order  and  Empson  was  exiled  to  Irelar 


Empson  family  later  emigrated  from  Ireland  to  America.  Nothing  of 
this  emigrating  family  is  known  except  that  there  was  one  son, 

John  E.  finpson  (March  1,  1779 — -December  2,  1856), 

John  E.  Empson  was  married  to  a  woman  whose  first  name  was 
Susannah  but  whose  family  identity  is  unknown.  To  this  union  several 
children  were  born.  Information  is  available  about  only  two  sons, 
William  Bnpson  and  Azariah  F.  Empson,  however.  John  and  Susannah 
moved  to  Jackson  County  shortly  after  1820. 

William  Empson  was  bom  November  1,  1820.  He  was  married 
to  Louissa  Grisamore  (January  15,  1826-— August  24,  1870)  and  to 
this  union  were  born  four  daughters:  Lilliam  Empson  who  later  married 

Dana  Sweetland,  Ella  Empson  (January  29,  1854 January  3,  1916) 

never  married,  Elizabeth  Empson  who  married  James  Alsup,  and  an  infant 
who  lived  only  a  couple  of  months.  William  fiapson  died  March  15,  1864 
at  the  age  of  44  years. 

Azariah  P.  Empson  was  born  December  10,  1808.  He  was 
always  known  as  "Bud".  There  were  close  acquaintances  and  even 
relatives  who  did  not  know  his  real  name.  The  "Azeri ah"  and  the  "Bud" 
have  been  in  every  eucoeeding  Empson  generation  at  least  once  as  we 
ahall  see.  On  Tebruary  17,  1831,  Azariah  P.  Empson  was  married  to 
Martha  Buesa  Holmes  (December  14,  1808 — -April  14,  1868).  Martha  B. 
Holmes  was  the  daughter  of  Nancy  Holmes  (May  26,  1787— January  15, 
1850)  and  Robert  Holmes  (Tebruary  25,  1782— October  12,  1836).  It  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  the  maiden  name  of  Nancy  Holmes  was  "Holmes" 
altho  she  was  of  no  blood  relation  to  her  husband.  Martha  B.  Holmes 
had  a  sister  Patience  Holmes,  a  brother  William  Holmes,  and  other 


brothers  and  sisters  about  whom  I  have  no  information.  To  the  union 
of  Azariah  P,  Etopson  and  Martha  B,  Holmes  were  bom  eleven  childred: 
John,  Marion,  Juliann,  Nancy,  William,  Daniel,  Isadore,  Azeri  ah, Mar the, 
Holmes,  and  Mary  Katharine.  In  August  1854,  the  father  and  two 
daughters  were  stricken  with  the  flux.  Mary  Katharine  died  August  25, 
and  Juliann  and  her  fether  died  the  following  day.  All  three  were 
hurried  in  the  same  grave.  Azariah  P.  Kmpson  was  a  farmer  in  Grassy- 
fork  Township  and  had  the  old  Empson  homestead  which  has  been  passed 
down  thru  the  hands  of  his  son  Daniel  to  his  grandson  Marion  Empson. 

The  children  of  Azariah  P.  and  Martha  B.  Empson  are  noted  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraphs. 

John  Empson,  a  namesake  of  his  grandfeth er ,  was  born 
November  1,  1831  on  the  old  Empson  homestead  and  didd  May  10,  1841 
at  the  age  of  ten  years. 

Francis  Marion  Empson  was  bom  on  the  old  homestead  March 
22,  1833.  He  was  married  to  Sallie  Wood  several  years  prior  to  the 
Civii  War.  To  this  union  were  born  three  sons  and  five  daughters: 
Theodore,  Daniel,  Minzie,  Emma,  Mattie,  Ida,  Mary,  and  Minta. 

Theodore  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  manhood  and  Minta  died  after 
the  family  moved  to  California.  Ida  and  Mary  are  in  California  at 
the  present  time;  Dan,  Minzie,  and  Emna  are  in  Kansas;  and  I  can  not 
find  out  whether  or  not  Mattie  is  still  alive.  The  family  moved  to 
California  some  twenty  five  years  ago  and  Francis  Marion  Empson  is 
■till  living  there  at  the  age  of  more  than  98  years. 

Juliann  Empson  was  born  October  £6,  1834  and  was  reared  on

the  old  homestead.  She  died  August  26,  1854  at  the  untimely  age  cf 
£0  years. 

Nancy  Enpson  was  born  April  10,  1836  and  died  April  10,  1841 
at  the  age  of  exactly  5  years. 

Daniel  Empson  was  born  October  28,  1839  on  the  old  homestead. 
He  was  in  the  army  during  the  Civil  War  and  was  a  member  of  the  "Fight¬ 
ing  Fifties".  On  March  14,  1871  he  was  married  to -Sarah  Jane  Waskon, 
a  neighbor  girl,  and  to  this  union  were  bom  nine  children:  Frankie 
Empson  (November  10,  1871 — October  13,  1872)  died  in  infancy.  Maggie 
Empson  (March  5,  1873— July  10,  1899)  die^  at  the  age  of  26  years.  Ida 
Empson  was  born  February  1,  1875.  She  was  married  to  Andrew  Ruddick. 

They  am  now  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  old  home  place.  Nettie 
Enpson  was  born  January  10,  1877.  She  was  married  to  John  Hess  and 
to  this  union  were  born  five  daughters:  Gladys,  Bernice,  Mabel,  Mattie 
and  Doris*  Wade  Empson  was  born  June  10,  1878.  He  was  married  to 
Sopha  Altemeyer  to  which  union  two  boys,  Leroy  and  Dean,  were  bom. 

He  too  lives  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  old  home  place.  Bud  Enpson 
was  bora  November  12,  1879.  He  was  married  to  Ella  Miller  to  which 
union  were  born  three  children:  Edith  Jane  and  the  twins  Bobert  Burn 
and  Roger  Bud.  Bud  and  Ella  are  now  divorced  and  Bud  and  the  twins 
make  their  home  with  Ida.  Blaine  lanpson  was  bom  August  29,  1881.  He 
mafried  Mattie  Moran  whom  he  met  while  studying  medicine  at  Louisville. 

He  was  practicing  medicine  when  he  died  January  1C,  1912.  There  was 
one  aon,  Daniel.  Marion  Empson  was  bora  May  10,  1883.  He  married  Cora 
Mounts  to  which  union  were  bom  four  children:  Francis,  the  twins  Howard 

and  Harold,  and  Josephine.  Marion  is  living  on  the  old  Empson  homestead. 
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Mattie  Empson  was  born  October  15,  1889*  She  acquired  a  good 
education  and  is  now  in  business  in  the  east.  Daniel  Empson  was  a  member 
of  the  Christian  Church  at  Driftwood  and  was  active  in  church  work 
throughout  the  county.  He  died  March  3,  1929  at  the  age  of  almost  90 
years . 

Isadcre  (Ida)  Empson  was  born  August  5,  1841.  She  was  married 
to  William  Fulltright  who  lived  here  at  the  time  of  their  marriage. 

Soon  efterward,  he  went  to  the  army.  Ida  stayed  at  home  until  his 
return.  They  then  went  to  Missouri  where  they  lived  practically  all  of 
their  lives.  To  this  union  were  born  four  children  two  of  whom  died 
in  infancy.  A  son,  Jay  Fullbright,  was  married  and  had  six  children. 

He  lived  in  Arkansas  until  his  death  a  week  after  that  of  his  mother. 

Zoe  Fullbright  married  Frank  Arrington  and  they  have  six  children. 

They  now  live  in  Keatsville,  Missouri.  Ida  Fullbright  was  small  of 
stature  and  jolly  of  disposition.  After  Mr.  Fullbright  died,  she 
mode  her  home  with  Jay  until  shortly  before  her  death  in  July  1923. 

She  was  82  years  old  at  the  tine  of  her  death. 

Ar:.:-iah  P.  Bupson  was  born  November  11,  1843.  He  married 
Maggie  Houston  who  died  about  a  year  afterward.  He  later  married 
Harriet  Copeland  to  which  union  were  boro  three  children:  Gabie 
Gillmore,  Mabel  who  died  in  infancy,  and  Edna  (Dot),  of  whom  we  have 
seen  in  the  Copeland  line.  Azariah  was  in  the  lumber  business  as  well 
as  in  the  oattle  business  and  made  his  home  around  Yallonia  all  of 
his  life.  He  made  lot  of  money  but  due  to  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
free  user  of  alcohol,  money  escaped  much  easier  than  it  was  made.  He 


was  good  natured  end  good  hearted,  hence,  well  liked  by  the  community 
at  large.  During  the  last  few  years  of  hi*  life  he  gave  up  drink  and 
became  a  member  of  the  Christian  Church  at  Yallonie.  He  was  a  Mason. 

He  died  March  26,  1926  at  the  age  of  82  years.  He  was  large  cf  stature 
and  rough  featured.  He  always  had  a  witty  reply  regardless  of  the 
situation. 

Martha  B.  Empson  was  born  November  5,  1845.  She  was  teach¬ 
ing  at  Tampico  when  ahe  contracted  pneumonia  fever  and  died  April  5, 
1858  at  the  age  of  23  years.  Her  mother  died  of  pneumonia  on  April 
14,  1868,  a  little  mere  than  a  week  later. 

Holmes  Empson  was  born  November  6,  1847.  He  was  married 
to  Belle  Jamison  to  which  union  were  born  six  children:  Stella,  Pearl, 
Robert  Festus  (Bud),  Florence,  Linnett,  and  Azariah.  Stella  married 
George  Peters  to  which  union  were  bom  Ray,  Holmes,  Frances,  H^zel, 
and  Luese.  Frances  died  while  teaching  at  Vallonia.  The  others  are 
married  and  live  near  Vallonia.  Pearl  Married  John  F.  Wright  to  which 
union  were  bora  two  children,  Robert  and  Alta.  Alta  died  some  time 

ago.  Robert  Festus  (Bud)  was  married  to  Louise  _ .  There  are  no 

children.  Florence  married  Curtis  Brewer  to  which  union  were  born  five 
children.  They  now  live  in  Missouri.  Linnett  died  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  years.  Her  mind  was  affected  due  perhaps  to  scarlet  fever. 

Azariah  was  married  to  Minnie  _ to  which  union  were  born  four 

children.  Holmes  Empson  farmed  his  entire  active  life.  He  was  short, 
chunky,  and  smooth  shaven.  He  was  jolly  with  an  everpersent  witty 
remark.  Holmes  became  a  member  of  the  Driftwood  Christian  Church  a 


few  years  before  he  died  in  1927  at  the  age  of  80  years. 

Mary  Katharine  Empson  was  born  July  24,  1850  and  died 
August  £5,  1854  at  the  age  of  4  years. 

William  Empson  was  the  third  child  of  the  family  and  was 
born  on  the  old  homestead  December  £8,  1837*  During  the  Civil  War, 
he  was  mustered  at  Indianapolis  in  Company  "C"cl37th  Indiana  Regiment 
May  1,  1854  and  was  discharged  September  21,  1854  after  a  period  of 
service  of  four  months  and  twenty  one  days.  The  following  day, 
September  22,  1864,  he  reinlisted  in  Company  "K",  140th  Regiment  of 
the  Veterans  Reserve  Corps  but  was  later  transferred  to  Company  *1", 
17th  Regiment  from  which  he  was  discharged  July  10,  1865  after  a 
second  period  of  service  of  nine  months  and  eighteen  days.  His  dis¬ 
charge  was  signed  by  Lt.Col.  John  H.  Gardiner  of  the  17th  Regiment 
of  the  Veterans  Reserve  Corps.  The  writer  has  the  sword  that  William 
Empson  carried  during  the  Civil  War.  He  was  not  at  all  strong  and  was 
in  the  hospital  a  good  part  of  the  time  he  was  in  the  service.  Army 
doctors  said  he  had  tuberculosis  and  could  only  hope  to  live  a  few 
years.  Shortly  after  his  return  from  the  army,  he  married  Elizabeth 
Stutsman  to  which  union  one  daughter,  Viola  finpson,  was  born.  Elizabeth 
died  some  four  years  after  their  marriage.  On  October  5,  1875,  he  was 
married  to  Mary  Jane  Copeland  to  which  union  were  born  eight  children. 
William  Bnpson  lived  in  Vallonia  all  of  his  life  after  1875.  Prior  to 
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this  time  he  had  spent  about  seven  years  in  Missouri.  He  was  at  one 
time  a  manber  of  a  finn  "Lockhart  and  finpson"  which  owned  a  store  here. 
While  a  member  of  this  firm  he  was  also  Postmaster  here.  Sam  Lockhart, 

William  ttnpson,  Daniel  Empson,  and  Azariah  Empson  composed  the  firm. 


The  business  went  the  way  of  all  partnership  firms,  however,  end  he 
then  went  into  the  cattle  business  in  which  business  he  remained  the 


remainder  of  his  active  life.  At  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  united  with 
the  Christian  Church  at  Driftwood  and  later  moved  his  membership  to 
the  Vallonie  Church.  He  was  always  an  ardent  supporter  and  a  member 
of  the  "faithful  few".  Ke  and  Samuel  Hunsucker  always  atood  arm  in 
arm  in  all  church  affairs.  These  two  men  were  always  the  best  of 
friends  altho  they  fought  just  as  hard  in  politics  as  they  worked  to¬ 
gether  in  church  activities.  Altho  he  had  been  told  from  his  boyhood 
days  that  he  had  but  a  few  years  to  live,  he  lived  until  July  19,  1922 
and  to  the  age  Of  84  years.  William  Empson  was  small  of  stature  and 
quick  of  movement.  He  always  wore  a  beard  except  when  he  was  in  the 
army.  He  believed  what  he  believed,  thot  what  he  thot,  and  knew  why 
to  both.  He  was  quick  of  temper  and  always  perfectly  willing  to  give 
his  side  of  an  argument  without  hesitation.  His  industry,  his  loyalty, 
and  his  honest  lovable  character  made  him  innumerable  friends  through¬ 
out  the  entire  county.  His  children  and  families  will  be  noted  in  the 
following  paragraphs. 


Viola  finpson  was  born  August  23,  1868,  the  daughter  of 


William  Enrpsor.  and  Elizabeth  Stutsman  Empson.  She  was  educated  in 
the  Vallonia  public  schools  after  which  she  taught  school  in  Drift¬ 
wood  Township.  Later  she  and  Anna  Hunsucker  went  to  Iowa  where  they 
both  taught  school.  Viola  had  relatives  in  Nebraska  with  whom  she 
visited  after  her  teaching  in  Iowa.  It  was  while  visiting  these 
relative  in  Nebraska  that  she  met  Robert  Aaron  Day,  whom  she  later 
married.

Eva  Mae  Empson  was  born  December  20,  1876,  the  daughter  of 

William  Empson  and  Mary  Jane  Empson.  She  died  August  20,  1877 - 

less  than  e  year  old. 

Azeri  ah  Empson  was  born  September  18,  1879  and  died  October 
6,  187S,  age  eighteen  days. 

Blanche  Empson  was  born  June  20,  1881.  She  received  her 
education  in  the  Vallonia  public  schools  and  was  active  in  church  work. 
When  she  was  about  twenty  one  years  old  she  was  married  to  Mino  L. 

Craft  who  had  been  rural .mail  carrier  for  some  time  and  who  had  but 
recently  been  taken  into  the  rail  way  mail  service.  He  is  still  a 
railway  postal  clerk.  They  first  lived  in  Vallonia  in  the  house  which 
Frank  Humphry  now  owns.  Later  they  moved  to  Cincinnati  where  they 
remained  until  Blanche’s  health  necessitated  a  move  to  the  country.

was  small,  of  stature  and  meek  of  disposition.  On  ingust  10,  1893,  she 
was  married  to  Dean  W,  White  who  was  then  teaching  in  the  schools  in 
Driftwood  Township.  A  short  time  efter  their  marriage  they  moved  to 
Indianapolis  where  they  were  in  the  grocery  business.  To  this  union 
was  born  one  son,  Harland  Wiliam  White  (the  writer  of  the  ungodly  con¬ 
glomeration),  on  July  20,  1907.

When  I  was  four  years  old,  we  moved  from  Indianapolis 
to  a  farm  north  of  Surprise  where  we  managed  to  dig  out  a  bare  liveli¬ 
hood  from  clay  soil  that  would  not  raise  good  "niger-heads” .  We  then 
■pent  approximately  a  year  on  a  cattle  ranch  in  western  Nebraska .  Dad 
worked  as  a  hand  on  the  ranch  and  Mother  cooked  for  the  crew.  It  took 
less  than  a  year  for  Dad  to  get  all  the  health  and  fat  he  needed  so  we 
returned  to  Vallonia,  Indiana  where  I  started  to  school  about  a  month 
and  a  helf  late,  in  the  middle  of  the  week,  and  tardy  the  first  morning. 
My  very  entrace  broke  all  records l  Dad  opened  a  grocery  store,  he  is 
too  good  hearted  to  run  e  credit  business,  consequently,  much  of  the 
profit  was  eaten  up  by  bad  debts.  After  four  years,  however,  his  health 
began  to  fail  and  we  again  moved  to  the  country— this  time  to  a  sand 
hill  one  and  one  helf  miles  south  east  of  town.  We  farmed  hills  that 
were  so  steep  that  we  had  to  pick  the  tomatoes  from  a  scaffold.  Due 
to  the  fact  that  the  World  War  was  in  grogreas  and  prices  were  high  we 
made  a  fair  livelihood.  In  the  spring  of  1920  we  moved  back  to  town. 

Dad  had  been  in  politics  for  some  time,  so  with  the  election  of  Harding

for  President,  he  became  Postmaster  of  our  city.  Mother  has  been 
assistant  most  tf  the  time  so  we  have  held  the  reigns  of  government  for 
the  past  ten  years.  (What  reigns  of  what  governments)  Dad  is  to  be 
dethroned  very  shortly  now,  however,  after  which  they  will  move  to  a 
newly  purchased  farm  near  the  German  Church.  In  the  meantime,  I  graduated 
from  the  grades  in  1922,  from  high  school  in  1926,  from  Indiana  University 
in  1930,  and  have  completed  a  successful  first  year  of  teaching  at 
Fedkey,  Indiana.  I  almost  get  married  but  was  "saved  by  the  bell". 

Keither  Dad  nor  Mother  have  been  in  good  health  for  the  past  few  years. 

Dad  deserves  the  remark  that  Foy  Cox  made  about  me — "-that  I  didn’t  have 
enough  sense  to  lie  down  when  I  was  sick — ".  However,  I  think  that  he 
will  come  out  of  it  when  he  gets  out  in  the  air  again.  Mother  is  well 
on  her  way  to  health  again  after  fifteen  yerrs  of  being  "no  good". 

Several  operations  have  been  necessary  but  that  is  all  past  history  now. 

It  is  only  within  recent  years  that  I  have  come  to  reelize  how  much  they 
have  both  meant  to  me;  how  much  time  and  effort rand  money  they  have 
sacrificed  for  me,  an  ungrateful  recipient;  and  how  much  love  and 
devotion  and  care  they  have*  given  me  in  the  face  of  my  ingratitude.  I 
only  trust  that  some  day  in  some  small  way  I  may  repay  them,  at  least  in 
a  smell  measure,  for  the  sacrifices  they  have  made  for  me. 
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
